The report on Wednesday after- 
poon of last week that Geo. Dugan 
had committed suicide came as 4 
great eurprise and shock to all in 
this district for he was well-known 
to nearly every person as a trapper 
and hunter. When in town he was 
in the habit of drinking heavily, but 
it is said that when sober he was 
@ very fine man and respected by 
the ranchers and others as being 
honest, obliging and a most willing 
worker. When it was learned he 
had died without funds friends 
readily came forward and soon sub- 

scribed aver the amount necessary 
to give him a respectable burial. 

He came here about fifteen years 
ago, but those who knew him inti- 
mately, say that while he talked of 
relatives and more particularly of a 
Gaughter he would never tell where 
they were or where he caine from 
bere. He always carried strychnine 
with him which he used to poison 
coyotes and wolves, As far back 
as ten years it is said he often 
remarked! that some day he would 
tire of life aud take suine of it him- 
self, yet it was thought he was only 
. joking: 

Hewover, he did carried out his 
threat with a coolness and premedi- 
tetion that wae characteristic of the 
man. , He sat around for several 
days drinking steadily although he 

‘em tepentediy refused liquor in the 
hotels, and making remarks that 
ere now known to refer to the awful 
death he was contemplating. 

Wednesday afternoon he asked for 
a glass of water and was seen put 
something into it which was thought 
tobe” medicine. Ina little while 
be appear ill and was carried to his 
reom énd Dr. Farquharson phoned 
for, aljhough even then he was not 
thought serious, buc when asked 

ger he felt he said very bad and 

éhat he would not last more than 
ten miinutes. When the doctor 
asrived be asked him what he had 
taken and he told the doctor it was 
pone of his business where he got 
it. He then was going into con- 
vulsions and despite every effort to 
wave his life he died in a very short 
thme.. The funeral took place on 

Friday afters.oon. 

It is stated that deceased was a 
qualified veterinary surgeon and 
his examination in 1863 at 

Toronto. Thus it would appear he 
was about 70 years of age.

The annual meeting of the Glei- 
vhen U_F.A. was held in the Tows 
Hall Saturday afternoon, Decem 
her Gth, and was so well attended 
that standing room was at a pre- 
mium. When the appointed time 
came for the meeting to open, 
President N. N. Hayes had not ar- 
rived. and’by a unanimous vote Win 
Kirkup was called to the chair. 

Before the calling of the roll was 
completed the President arrived and 
took the chair; and next called for 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting, which were ap- 
| proved as read hy the Secretary. | 


A review of the work of the Union 

was then given by the president and 
corresponding seeretary, which 
showed that the membership had 
increased about eighteen per cent, 
| notwithstanding the fact that new) 
junions had been organized at Cluny 
and Standard and in each case a 
jnumber of the old members had 
been abaorbed in the membership 
of the new unions. Sixteen meetings 
had been held during the year. 
Besides subscribing to stock and 
constructing an $8,000 elevator the 
union had distributed about 160,000, 
pounds of flour and other mill stuff, 
41,000 pounds of binder twine, 376 
cases of frésh fruit and 1,800 boxes 
f apple: quite a ouantity 
of dried fruit on which they had 
xaved the consumers about $4,000 
heside creating a amall fund for the 
tion. : 
The quality of the goods handled 
has all been of the very best, and 
especially the fresh fruit had been 
of a much better quality than could 
have been secured in the regular 
channels of trade as the fruit was 
allowed to ripen on the trees and 
shipped direct to the consumers by 
express, so that the members re- 
ceived it ripe and at the same time 
fresh. Great praise is due Secretary 
Buckley for the prom pt and efficient 
manner in which he handled the 
fruit shipments. These shipmente 
were arriving almost daily during 
the busy season of the year, and 
yet they were delivered so promptly 
that there were only a very few 
cases which were over ripe when 
they reached the consumers, and 
in nearly every instance this was 
due to the parties who had given 
the orders for the fruit not calling 
for it promptly when they were not- 
ified that it had arrived. When it 
is remembered that all the’ goods 
were handled without any building, 
with the exception of the last car- 
load of flour and apples, it is sur- 
prising that so little difficulty was 
experienced, 

The members were so well pleased 
that a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Harry Scott,N.W.McMillan, 
; Wim. Kirkup, J. C. Buckley, N,N.

fee for bis trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law be nN 

very stvictin this matter, The brane 

veadeps ave entitled to # fee of two 
dollate for each animal they examine 
aud unilage to the amount of 10¢ per 
mnile for the first 10 miles. The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed. The ype 
holding the animal is responsible for

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BREEDING ABNORMAL FISH. 


Curious Custom of Chinese and Jap- 
aness Origin. 

The telescope fish, a monstrous 
variety of carp, is a creation of the 
Chinese and Japanese fish breeders, 
who are past masters in the art of 
deforming nature. It has a almost 
globular glistening body, gilded on 
the sides, double dorsal fins and a 
long tail of peculiar shape.

and their sockets are very pfromin- . 


ent and resemble the object glasses 
of telescopes, whence the name tele- 
scope fish. A carp possessing this 
abnormal feature was discovered in 
Japan in the 16th century, since 
which epoch the peculiar character 


has been perpetuated and «combined , 


with many variations in form and 
coloring, by careful selection and 
crossing. 

The variety known as Yen-tan-yen 
or “veil tail’ preserves the normal 
structuré of the eye during life, but 
its delicate transparent tail attains 
an enormous size and falls in grace- 
ful folds, like a veil, producing ef- 
facts that a ‘‘serpentine’ dancer 
‘might envy, when a little fish moves 
in the sunlight. 

Other Japacese varieties of the 
telescope tish are the ‘sheep's nose,” 
which owes its name to the convex- 
{ty of its body; the “pig's snout,” 
which has a head resembling those 
of Asiatic swine, and the “fan tail,” 
which raises and spreads its tail in 
the manner of a fan-tail pigeon. 

The Chinese breeders of teleseope’ 
fish disdain these abnormalities of 
structure and devote their attention 
chiefly to coloring, By modifying 
the temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
iron, they produce startling shades 
and markings. Among the innumer- 
able varieties thus obtained we may 
mention the “spotted,” with a belly 
of silver, and sides and back marked 
with blue, yellow,| black, rose and 


carmine dots; the crimson “ruby” 
and the “superb,” with glittering 
scales, scarlet belly, and black or 


bright red markings on the back. 


Shrewd Sexton, 


Among the tourists who travel 
through France, a considerable num- 
ber visit the cathedral at Rheims, a 
magnificent example of Gothic archi- 
tecture. In the tower there is an 
enormous clock, and it is the sex- 
ton's business to wind {t every day-— 
a very tiring job, as the weights are 
naturally extremely heavy.

A MYSTERIOUS REPUBLIC. 
Strange Commonwealth Within the 
Dominions of the Czar. | 


Russian authorities are puzzled to 
decide what should be done with the 
Ymansk republic, a mysterious com- 
monwealth whose deeds and terrors 
have astonished Russia during the 
last six months, 

For 20 years this Imansk republic 
has existed in the Czar’s dominions, 
with its own constitution, laws, pun- 
ishments, printing press and police, 
yet its discovery is only recent. 

Last year, Kasimir Veliki, a travel- 
er in Siberia, stumbled accidentally 
on this village of 1,000 houses and 
many farms and was made prisoner. 
The town lies 800 miles from Vladi- 
vostock and is not marked on the 
map. He learned that the commun- 
ity claimed to be independent of both 
the Czar and of the Government of 
Pekin, Over a dirty inn floated a 
flag which resembled the Russian 
tri-color, but was embroidered with 
a bad copy of the Chinese dragon, 
By a stroke of luck and after sur- 
prising adventures Veliki escaped be- 
fore he could find out more about 
this unknown republic.

The com- 
mission occupied the town by sur- 
prise and returned to Vladivostock 


with a complete report. It discoy- 
ered that the republic had been 
started first as a holy retreat for 


ascetics and that it afterwards fell 
into the hands of Russian and Chin- 
ia convicts and prospered amazing- 
¥. 

The founder was the millionalre | 
ascetic, Innokenti Sibirakoff, who in- 
herited « fortune of $25,000,000, fell , 
under the influences of mystical per- | 
sons and finally gave up his property | 
and wandered about Siberia and 
Russia as a beggar. 

When traveling in East Asia he | 
was struck by the secluded position | 
of the Inman valley, He gave $5,000 | 
to three holy men to build log} 
houses and a log church.

In the fourth 
year there descended upon them a 
band of Yakatsk convicts, who 
murdered the whole persons.

Ne Satisfactory Proef as to the Origin 
of the Name Exists. 

There his been much discussion con- 
cerning the origin of the word Meph- 
istopheles in the past, which has, 
moreover, as yet ended in no very sat- | 
{sfactory conclusion, Some very bi- 
rarre explanations had been propound- 
ed before the time of Goethe, who was 
himself forced to own to the musician | 
Zelter in a letter of Nor. 20, 1820, “I 
cannot gite any definite ansyer to the 
question, ‘Whence comes the name 
Mephistopheles?” 

According to one theory it was a hy- 
brid Greco-Hebraic formation of me- 
phis and tophel (the lidr); according 
to another its etymology was entircly 
Greek—very dubious Greck—mephos- 
tophilos, “he who does not love the 
light.” Though this derivation is hard- 
ly acceptable, it appears that this was 
the original form of the name, the sec- 
ond vowel being replaced by i at first 
in England, whence it was taken into 
the popular German inystories. | 

In the “Goethe: Jahrbuch’ Herr 
Oellke gives an entirely novel deriva 
tion which, if farfetched, bas at least 
the merit of originality, It is based on 
two names found in chapters 4 and 
>of athe second book of Samuel, 
Pephiboschetu and Architophel, Me 
romihds Ws that it was customary in 
the middle ages when giving names to 
evil spirits to refer to the Old Testa- 
ment; hence the combination “Meph- 
{istopheles.” ,

Particles In the Eye. 
Small substances like cinders, 
dust or sinall chips of stone or 
metal can often be removed from 
the eye by very simple menns. 

Sometimes the flow of tears 

washes them ont. At other 
i times catching the upper id by 

the lashes and pulling it away 
~ from eyeball and down over the 
‘lower lid, then letting it go so 
that as it recedes its under sur- 
face is swept by the edge of the 
lower Tid, will clear it out. If 

this does not prove successful a 

foop made of horsehuir or of a 

long Luman hair can be passed 
“under the Hd and swept from 

the outer side toward the nose 
$ and drawn down. 

Better than this, however, is 
the washing of the eye or flush- 
ing with the eye dropper. Have 
the patient catch hold of the low- 
er and upper lids, drawing them 
away froin the eye, and then fill 
the dropper, which fs like a 
small syringe, with water and 
flush the eye two or three times, 
This will always remove the cin- 
der at once. Should HNme get 
into the eye It should be treated 
in the same manner, first with 
water and then with vinegar or 
lemon julce ond water—a tea- 
spoonful of yinegar or lemon 
Juice to a teacupful of water— 
poured over the eyeball,

or fills a space this much larger as a 
gas than when {na solid form,

Stuffed Eqgplant. 

This is an excellent dish, Cut a fine 
eggplant in half Jengthwise. Do not 
| peel it, but scoop out the interior to 
j Within about three-fourths of the edge. 
Use a large silver spoon for the pur- 
pose, and hold the vegetable under wa- 
ter as much as possible while doing 
to. ‘This prevents discoloration. As 
the Interior is removed put it also un- 
der water, and when the whole is fin- 
ished cover with now cold water, add- 
| ing to every quart of water n table- 
spoonful of salt. Let the eggplant, 
both shell and scooped ont portion, 
rest In this salted water for two or 
three hours, or until the water turns 
dark. This Is to remove its rankness. 

After soaking put the vegetable, Inte 
' fresh cold water and let it come to the 
bolling stage, Bol) until tender, salt- 

ing the water slightly, It will take 
| about half an hour's boiling, but it 

‘1s well to cook the scooped out pulp 
| longer than the shells, so as to have il 

very soft, The shells should be ten- 
| der, but not so tonder that they will 

lose their shape. Set the shells aside 
on an earthen plate. 

It is well not to let them come inte 
contact with tin. Now imash the pleces 
of scooped out eggplant to a pulp with 
& wooden potato masher, and to every 
cupful add two or three cupfuls of 
soft breadcrnmbs. Mix tho two togeth 
er, and if they need molstening in or 
der to make them cohere add a little 
milk. Season with a tiny minced on 
fon, a scant teaspoonful of salt and @ 
scant half teaspoonful each of thyme, 
sage and white pepper. 

A scant quarter of a teaspoonful of 
sweet marjoram may also be added. 
| Mix the seasonings thoroughly with 
the stuffing and 6)) the prepared shell 
with it. Spread soft butter liberally 
over the top and set the shells with 
their contents in a buttered baking 
dish, Buke in a brisk oven for abous 
half an hour, or until done. 


Pumpkin Custards. 

Cut enough pumpkin into pieces te 
make a pint of pulp after belug cooked. 
Place in a kettle, add half a cupful of 
water, cover the kettle and allow the 
pumpkin to steam until tender; thes 
take off the lid and allow the water te 
evaporate. Drain fn a colander und 
press through, rejecting every particle 
of moisture. Beat three eggs without 
separating, add to them a pint of rich 
j inilk, then the pumpkin and half a 
cupful of sugar, a tenspoonfu) of cin- 
namon and half a teaspoonful of gin- 
ger. Mix and turn Into small custard 
cups. Set these in a pan of hot water 
and bake in the oven for half an hour, 
When done turn out of the cups and 
serve with a spoonful of cranberry 
jelly on the side of each mold. 


Chicken Hash, 

Chop fine the leftover bits of cold 
chicken and chop with them an equal 
quantity of cold boiled potatoes. Ina 
frying pan melt a tablespoonful of 
butter and one-half tablespoon of 
chopped onion and let cook till soft, 
but not brown, ‘Turn in the chicken 
mixture, season highly with salt and 
pepper and a dash of worcestershire 
snuce and add, if at band, a tablespoon- 
ful of very finely chopped green pep- 
per. Let cook till well heated, add 
| one-fourth cupful of cream, remove 
the pan to the back of the range and 
let cook slowly till well browned on 
the bottom. Fold on a hot platter and 
serve at once, 


Pickled Onions. 

Use the smal) white onions peeled 
and boiled In equal parts of milk and 
water for ten minutes. Take out and 
drain in a colander. Put two quarts 
of vinegar in a porcelain lined kettle 
with a teaspoonful of alum, half a 
tablespoonful of whole mace, a dozen 
whole cloves and two and one-half 
tablespoonful of salt. Scald well all 
these ingredients, Pack the onions !n 
glass Jars and pour the spiced vinegar 
very hot over them and seal,

Bran Muffins. 

Two copfuls coarse unsifted bran 
tneal, ope cupful flour, one teaspoonful 
baking soda, one-half teaspoonful salt, 
One egg, one-half cupful molasses, one 
cupful sour milk, Do not have the 
batter too stiff or get too soft. Bake 
twenty minutes in a moderate oven, 
These biscuits have such a medicinal 
value that they shonld be more gen- 
erally used, As made by this rule, 
they are delicious, 


New Way to Cook Turnips. 

Yare, slice thin, cut Into dive as 
many turnips as required, Cook tn 
slightly salted water until done, Drain 
and turn into hot vegetable dish, Sea- 
gon With salt and pepper and puta 
generous piece of butter tuto them and 
toss with fork until every piece is well 
buttered. When you serve at table put
